ANTI-DFBKIS DISCUSSION IN THE 


SENATE YESTERDAY.

W ASHXMiTON. July 1 ¿tli.—The Senate to­ 
day resum ed consideratiiiti ol 
the river 
and harbor appropriation bill, the pend­ 
ing amendm ent being to strike out the pro­ 
vision to prevent the dum ping of detritus 
from hydraulic mines into the Sacramento 
or Feather rivers, California. 
Mr. Stanford 
advocated the pr .posed legislation, as ab­ 
solutely necessary to prevent the iilliug up 
of the Sacramento liver and the Hay of San 
Francisco. 
H is am endm ent was to amend 
the provision by inserting the words “ by 
water user! through pipes and used through 
nozzles under pressure,” so that it would 
direct legal proceedings to prevent wash­ 
ing, stirring, dum ping, or discharging de­ 
tritus from 
hydraulic raining, by water 
used through pipes aud used through noz­ 
zles under pressure. The am endm ent was 
objected to. 
In the coarse of the debate Mr. Hale 
called attention to the second section of the 
bill, which applies the same principle to all 
harbors, rivers and navigable waters and 
their tributaries, for the im provem ent of 
whi.di Congress has made or may m ake ap­ 
propriations. 
Mr. Hour argued in defense of the right 
of Congress to prohibit injury to livers. 
H e advocated the principle of internal im ­ 
, rovements, and declared that the United 
otates did not, iu proportion to its m agni­ 
tude, spend one-tenth as m uch on these 
works as England or France dkl, and there 
was not a statesman, whose m em ory was 
worth surviving the fall of the clods upon 
the coffin-lid, who had not been in favor of 
this policy. 
On motion of Hearst, the text was fur­ 
ther amended by adding the words, " and 
against m ountain banks.” The question 
was upon striking out the provision direct­ 
ing legal proceedings to prevent the dum p­ 
ing of detritus. The provision was stricken 
out—yeas 31, nays 19. 
An im portant am endm ent in the bill was 
to strike out the provision for the improve­ 
m ent of the Mississippi river and insert 
those reported by the Committee 011 Com­ 
merce. 
The whole am ount of the appro­ 
priations for various sections of the river is 
$2,900,000. 
On motion of Hoar, the words “ to the 
substantial injury of navigation ” were in ­ 
serted in the section. The am endm ent of 
the committee, restricting the application 
of the section to hydraulic m ining, was 
agreed to. 
Mr. H ale's m otion to strike out 
the second section was postponed till after 
all the committee am endm ents were dis­ 
posed of. 
Most of the rem aining am end­ 
ments proposed by the comm ittee were 
mere corrections of phraseology. They 
were all agreed to. Mr. H ale renewed his 
motion to strike out Section 2, and it was 
agreed to—yeas 27, nays 14. 
On motion of Mr. Conger a provision wa3 
inserted authorizing the Secretary of W ar 
to establish harbor lines in places where 
they hr.', not been established, and also to 
establish 
lines 
within, which 
deposits 
of material may be made w ithout injury to 
navigation. The bill, being completed as 
in Committee of the W hole, was reported 
to the Senate without action on the am end­ 
ments.

D ublin, July 13tb.— An Orange lodge in 
Coulistati. a sm all village in County Ty­ 
rone, four miles from Dungannon, was at 
tackisl last night by a num ber of men be­ 
longing to the National League. The at­ 
tacking party were armed with rifles, and 
kept up a fire for/ two hours on the lodge, 
the police being powerless to interfere. 
Arm ed moonlighters last night attacked 
and secured possession of two houses in 
Freem ount and K anturk, County Cork. 
Then they entered and severe'y beat the in ­ 
mates. 
L ab o u c h e re ’s A dvice to G ladstone. 
London. July 13th.—Labouchere writes 
to the Daily Acicr, urging Gladstone not to 
resign, on the ground that lie has a m a­ 
jority on i verything except the Irish ques­ 
tion, and that the Unionists are not likely 
to support a general vote of want of con­ 
fidence in him . 
London Clicss Tournam ent. 
N ew Y ork, Ju ly 13th.—Cable advices 
from London report that the first round in 
the international tournam ent of the British 
Chess Association yesterday resulted in a 
brilliant victory tor the American players, 
who each won a gante, w ith the exception 
of Mason, who drew with Tanbenhaus, and 
Captain Mackenzie, who was paited with 
another American player, M ortimer, to 
whom he lost his game. 
Pollack’s defeat 
of Blackburn, the English cham pion, was 
a surprise to every one, the latter being 
well up in French defense. 
Mason's game 
with Taubenhans, the French cham pion, 
was stubbornly contested, resulting in a 
draw. M ortimer was in one of his brilliant 
moods. 
Lipschutz did not look well after 
his ocean trip, and it looked at one tim e as 
if his game with Gunsberg, who has won 
all tho recent tournam ents, was badly com­ 
promised, but he gathered him self together 
and scored a brilliant victory. 
A Fam ous Castle D estroyed. 
N fw Y o r k , July 13th.—The Stm’s Lon­ 
don cable say s; Tho famous castle of War- 
ton burg, at W artenburg, in Prussia Silesia, 
the residence of Priuce Gustave von Cour- 
lancte, was entirely destroyed by fire last 
night. 
Prince Gustave and his wife, the 
Princess Adcle, were in bed when the tire 
broke out, and narrow ly escaped with their 
lives. The castle contained m any famous 
paintings and valuable works ot art, all of 
which were destroyed. The fire was caused 
by the attack of a pet dog belonging to the 
Princess upon a m an servant who was 
carrying a lighted parafline lamp. The dog 
bit the m an, who dropped tbe lamp. The 
lam p exploded ami the castle was burned. 
M atters iu France. 
P aris, Ju ly 13th.—The decision to expel 
the Due d’A um ale was announced in tiie 
Cham ber of Demities by M. Goblet, Minis­ 
ter of Public Instruction. 
M. Tolain said 
that the G overnm ent's action was approved 
by the country, and restored confidence in 
the M inistry. 
The Chamber of Deputies has rejected 
the navigation treaty w ith Italy. 
General Boulanger, M inister of W ar, in 
answer to protest of M. Keller, to the effect 
that the expulsion of the Due d’Aum ale 
was illegal, said that the Due d’A um ale 
and others of the exiles lose their grade in 
the arm y in regular way.

Action of tlie Senate on Senator Stan­ 
ford's A m endm ent. 
W ashington, 
July 
13th. — Senators 
Hearst. Jones of Nevada and Ingalls of 
Kansas succeeded to-day, by a combined 
effort, in 
defeating 
Senator Stanford’s 
am endm ent to the river and harbor bill to 
prevent the dum ping of debris or slickens 
into the Sacramento, Feather, or San Joa­ 
quin rivers and their tributaries. 
The 
senate Commerce Committee struck from 
the hill the House proviso, which read as 
follows: "T h e Secretary of W ar, if he be 
not so satisfied, is hereby instructed to in­ 
stitute such legal proceedings as may be 
necessary to prevent the washing, sluicing, 
dum ping, or discharging o f detritus, de­ 
bris, or slickens. caused by or arising 
from hydraulic m ining by water used 
through [lipes and used through nozzles 
under pressure, into either of the said Sac­ 
ramento or Feather rivers, or any of tbeii 
tributaries, or to such place or situation 
from which detritus,debris orslickens may 
be liable to be washed or carried by storm s 
or floods into either of said rivers or their 
tributaries : and he is hereby instructed to 
use out of said sunt as m uch as may be 
necessary for said purpose.” Stanford yes­ 
terday moved its insertion as an am end­ 
m ent, aud the debate began yesterday 
afternoon and lasted nearly three hours 
to-day. 
In the bid is a general clause, re­ 
lating to all 
rivers, 
that 
Ingalls, 
in 
his 
opposition 
to 
Stanford's am end­ 
m ent. claimed would cover the Sacramento, 
Feather and San Joaquin rivers. 
T his 
clause, which Ingalls savagely attacked, 
provides that it shall l>e unlawful to dum p, 
discharge, or wash, or cause to be washed, 
from mi>ies or m ineral land, or bank, tail­ 
ings, bowlders, gravel, clay, earth, or de­ 
bris, into navigable waters or rivers for the 
im provem ent of which Congress has made, 
or may make, appropriations, nor into any 
territory branches or affluent oS 
such 
waters or rivers. 
The flimsiness of Ingalls' argum ent lay 
in the fact that there is an appropriation of 
$210,000 to be applied to the im provem ent

PROGRESS OF THE SOUTH. 
Front the Planters' Journal there is 
gleaned some interesting statistics of the 
progress made by the South. It is a grat- 
itving showing, and verifies the prophecy 
of the early abolition days that the possi­ 
bilities of the South would remain inde­ 
terminate and undeveloped so long as sla­ 
very dominated that section. For a quarter 
of a century the principle of human free­ 
dom lias prevailed there, and the result 
lias been one of steady progression. .Since 
1880 10,400 miles of railroad have been 
built in the South, representing $375,000,­ 
000 of permanent investment. Her cotton 
mills have increased from 180 to 353— 
almost 100 per cent. Six years ago she 
had forty cotton seed oil mills; now she 
has 146, representing $11,000,000 of capi­ 
tal. In 1880 the South made 397,301 tons 
of pig iron, and in 1884 037,599 tons—a 
gain of 260,298 tons in four years. Coal, 
phosphate rock and other mineral products 
have developed in almost equal ratio. The 
corn crop has increased from 334,000,000 
bushels in 1879 to 499,000,000 in 1855, a 
gain of 165,000,000 bushels. Oats has 
nearly doubled in production, and the same 
is practically true of tobacco, fruit, vegeta­ 
bles, grasses, etc. In 1880 the live stock 
of the South was worth $439,900,000. At 
present its value is $399,000,000, a gain of 
8159,000,000. “ She produced in 1885 
$300,700,000 more of agricultural, manu­ 
facturing and mining products than in 
SS0, and is now enjoying the full momen­ 
tum of the splendid impulse that she has 
acquired. This is a little more than the 
average value of the cotton crop, and $23,­ 
000,000 more than t Ho total value of the 
wheat crop of the whole country for the 
past year. During 1885 the amount of 
capital, including capital stock of incorpo­ 
rated companies represented by the new 
mining and manufacturing enterprises at 
the South, and the enlargement .of plants 
r.nd rebuilding of mills destroyed by fire, 
•aggregated nearly $67,000,000.” 
All this vast new investment and pro 
duction represents by fully half the intro­ 
duction of new blood into Southern com­ 
merce and Southern industry. The indus­ 
trial element of other sections is flocking 
to the broad fields, the partly worked 
mines, and the magnificent water-power 
privileges of the far South. As a rule, 
these investors ami workers are still looked 
upon as mudsills by the old-time aristo­ 
crats. who maintain a social exclusiveness 
—however free to mingle in business 
walks—tha'. is based on the fact that they, 
or their fathers, once counted the “ nig­ 
gers" they owned, as they did the stock on 
the hillsides. But these autcdiluvians, 
with whom the recollections of a faded 
past is the one standard for social position, 
arc happily fast dropping out. The hope 
is that the new young South will wash its 
hands of prejudices and accept and judge 
men by their merit only. Meanwhile com­ 
plaint of ostracism comes up from North­ 
ern men who go to the South country and 
invest or engage in mechanical pursuits. 
Of course no remedy can be applied for 
sticb wrongs. The antidote for this social 
venom must come from the class of pieople 
that cherish it. A gentleman recently re­ 
turned from New England remarked to us 
a few days ago that that which most im­ 
pressed him on revisiting the section was 
that the young men are leaving New Eng­ 
land, save perhaps one or two to the fam­ 
ily, as a rule, among 
the 
rural 
people. And this, 
because the neces­ 
sity of existence drives 
them 
into 
regions where there is more of acreage of 
free soil to the man, broader opportunities 
in a field of wider activities, and where 
there is not such overplus of population. 
The old homesteads no longer yield “ a 
living” for all the members of the average 
family, and so three out of five young men 
emigrate, and very largely their faces are 
turning southward. They come of work­ 
ing stock, of a parentage proud to labor, 
r.nd whose industry has dignified toil. 
They are full of energy and ambition, 
primed with high hopes, tutored in schools 
of economy, and in every way qualified in 
an eminent degree to build up intelligent, 
industrious, persevering, peaceful citizen­ 
ship for the South, it will not reject these 
recruits. They have already given new 
life to many sections and drawn with them 
justurer men with capital and faith in the 
country. The truth is the South invites 
these men to her domain. Her people 
rejoice at their coining, and business marts 
and labor and manufacturing fields have 
open arms for them. All the testimony is 
that they are gladly welcomed. And yet, 


for all this, with all this welcoming, the 
social line is drawn, beyond which the 
stranger must not go. lie is set apart and 
kept apart from Southern society. But 
this cannot always bo. The time will 
speedily come when the folly of this caste 
distinction will be so apparent as to deal 
it its death, and then the South will have 
fully and wholly and unreservedly entered 
upon its new era. 
THE SENATE AND THE EIVEE. 
Senator Stanford—and lie had the aid of 
several Senators—vigorously defended the 
original clause in the river and harbor 
bill, appropriating money, and directing 
the Secretary of War to use it, to institute 
legal proceedings to prevent the destruc­ 
tion of our navigable rivers by hydraulic 
mining. The Senate committee reported 
against that provision. By reference to 
our dispatches this morning it will be seen 
that the committee’s report has been sus­ 
tained by the Senate, and the provision di­ 
recting the Secretary of War to proceed in 
law to protect the rivers is lost. We do not 
propose at this time to comment upon the 
unwisdom of the Senate. It is unfortunate 
that so shortsighted a policy prevailed; 
one that puts the Government in the atti­ 
tude of emphatically condemning the fill­ 
ing by artificial means of all navigable 
streams and harbors owned by it, and yet 
refusing to an officer of the Government 
the power and means to stop, by legal pro­ 
cess, the work of destruction. But the 
public must not understand that this is a 
defeat of the cause of river and harbor 
navigation. It does not, of necessity, re­ 
tard it. The situation is this: the clauses 
defining hvdrauiic mining remain in the 
bill; the clauses declaring it to be unlaw­ 
ful to fill the streams, or contribute thereto 
by any artificial washing, dumping, etc., 
remain. .Such acts are, therefore, alxnit to 
be by law expressly determined as unlaw­ 
ful acts, thus removing them wholly from 
the field of speculation in which they 
have been involved so long in tiie 
litigation in this State, by which the 
result was reached in legal decrees declar­ 
ing them to lie acts in commission of a 
public nuisance. As the bill stands, the 
Government is committed to the defense of 
navigable streams ; to the declaration that 
no one has the right to use them as sluice­ 
ways for any private works tending to in­ 
capacitate the rivers or till them and re­ 
duce their navigable character. 
The 
Attorney-General has already decided that 
he can bring actions to prevent such re­ 
sults, or check acts threatening them. lie 
so reported to the Secretary of War, but 
advised legislation enabling actions to be 
brought by the War Department. This 
letter the Secretary of War indorsed and 
sent to Congress. Without direct informa 
tion as to what actuated the vote of the 
Senate yesterday, we must assume that in 
the desire to reduce the sum total of the 
river and harltor bill appropriation the 
Senate struck out the item, concluding that 
the Department of Justice lias sufficient 
power and means to bring any actions that 
may be necessary to enforce the law. ()ur 
friends in the mountains have nothing 
with which to reproach Congress in this 
matter. It could not do less than it has. 
They must sec, as just men, that a Govern­ 
ment worth salvation cannot sit with 
folded hands and see its navigable waters 
shoaled by artificial processes. Congress 
condemns no industry, it simply proposes 
to erect into statutory law the decisions 
already made by the Courts, that any such 
acts tending to hasten the degeneracy of a 
navigable stream arc and must always be 
unlawful. The one remaining thing to do 
is to accept the situation, and turn the 
energy, wit and genius of the mountains to 
other uses. 
The Current lias the following sensible 
remarks: 
Tbe jury system could be reformed by treating 
jurors as though they were citizens, not convicts. 
There is no reason why a citizen should not go 
to his labor as a juror in a criminal Court with 
as much freedom as a Judge enjoys. As it is, in 
the trials for bomb-throwing in Chicago, the 
juror when summoned beholds an imprison­ 
ment of perhaps three months, with a lot of 
lawyers reading his newspapers as press censors, 
and clipping out the i«iuts of chief interest. He 
is, on the average, an American. He lies to get 
out of so odious a position; he would doubtless 
steal il it were necessary; he might murder and 
still plead some justification. The Judge goes 
home and sleeps, gets up and reads, moves like 
a free man. Why should not the juror .’ If he 
v.cre approached, that would be his own dan­ 
ger. or the danger of the corruptor, if the people 
desire a better state of things, let them pro­ 
nounce in favur of using a juror as though he 
were a citizen, ur.t a slave. 
Ibis is not ail. Take the Chicago An­ 
archist cases as an example. Every man 
with intelligence enough to know I> from 
bull-beef is rejected. Why? Because he has 
read something of that of which all the 
world must he assumed to have heard—the 
Ilnymarket massacre. Why not reform the 
whole plan and theory of “ opinions,” and 
take men honest and capable, no matter if 
they have formed a hypothetical judgment 
upon a statement of alleged facts? As the 
system now is, it frightens from the jury 
box tiie very men best capacitated to till it. 
1\ KMX Justice Boss last winter insisted 
upon resigning from the Supreme bench, 
this journal took the position that the 
Justice had by accepting the office entered 
into a contract with the people to fill it 
for a full term. There was a general pro­ 
test against relieving him, and the Justice 
was so impressed by it, that he reconsid­ 
ered his decision. Now, however, lie has 
sent to the Governor notification that lie 
will vacate the office on the 1st of next 
October. Having come to this deliberate 
decision there is no need to debate the 
question, though we adhere to the views 
originally expressed. The resignation is 
now, however, so timed that the vacancy 
will be filled at the general election in 
November. 


A DEMINISCEM’E. 
Concerning the Early M anagement of the 
California State Prison. 
The San Francisco Evening Bulletin, in i 
referring to the death of John F. McCauley, 
gives the following interesting page of the j 
early history of the State in connection ’ 
with the management of the State Prison ; 
In March, 1856, General J. M. Estill, a 
noted Democratic politician, took posses­ 
sion of the State Prison at San Quentin, 
under a contract of lease, with the Board 
of State Prison Directors, for a term of 
years, the State to pay Estill $10,000 per 
month. This “ fat job for the lessee was 
expressly authorized by the Act of the Leg­ 
islature of March 21, 1855. On May 15, 
1857, Estill sub-let the prison, grounds, etc., 
to McCauley, who continued in possession 
up to March 1, 1858. Only four days prior 
to the last date the Legislature p#ssed an 
Act which declared as follows : “ The Gov­ 
ernor of this State is hereby authorized 
and empowered, and it shall be Ills duty, 
by and through such agent or agents as he 
may in his discretion appoint, to take im­ 
mediate possession of the State Prison and 
grounds,'together with all the property of 
the State therein situated, and to assume 
the custody, control and management of 
the State Prison convicts therein confined, 
and continue tbe aforesaid possession and 
control of said convicts until further pro­ 
vided by law.” 
In prompt pursuance of this Act, the 
Governor of the State, John B. Weller, ac­ 
companied by the Lieutenant-Governor, 
Joseph Walk'ttp, the Secretary of State, 
Ferris Forman, and the Governor’s young­ 
est son, proceeded to San Francisco on 
Sunday, February 28, 1858, and learning 
that Mr. McCauley was getting out an in­ 
junction. the Governor and his party took 
a Whitehall boat early next morning, and 
rowed to San Quentin. The Governor per­ 
sonally demanded of the person in charge 
the prison keys. They were not produced, 
but an old guard stating that they were in 
a certain part of the prison, the door was 
forced by older of the Governor, who gave 
the keys to the guard referred to, and 
placed him in charge. Another guard 
withholding the prison seal, it was taken 
from him by force. Just then McCauley 
arrived from San Francisco, but did not in­ 
terfere. The Governor “ held the fort ” 
that day and night, when, after having 
been importuned for a pardon by every 
convict, he turned his conquest over to a 
legislative committee arrived from the 
Capital. 
Mr. McCauley brought suit in a Justice’s 
Court of Marin county against Weller, 
Walkup and Forman to recover possession 
of the prison and grounds, and for heavy 
damages. The bucolic jury brought in a 
verdict of “ not guilty," but McCauley ap­ 
pealed to the County Court, and there ob­ 
tained judgment for restitution of tiie 
premises, and a personal judgment against 
Governor Weller for $12,249 93, besides 
$282 costs. On appeal by the Governor to 
the Supreme Court, that tribunal affirmed 
this judgment. The opinion was written 
by Chief Justice Terry. Judge Field, con­ 
curring, said that the Act of the Legis­ 
lature did not justify tbe ouster, and that 
the validity of the lease could not be ques­ 
tioned in this form of action. 
Under the Forcible Entry Act this sum 
was trebled, but the Governor compromised 
with McCauley for $20,000, which‘the State 
paid. But the State held on to the prison. 
’ It then transpired that Estill had con­ 
veyed to McCauley only one-half of his in­ 
terest in the contract. The price paid was 
$20,000. On January 12, 1859, Estill as­ 
signed the residue to IJoyd Tevis. Under 
the conveyances, McCauley was to hold 
possession until February 26, 1861; from 
that date to March 26, 1862, McCauley and 
Tevis were to hold possession jointly, Mc­ 
Cauley to receive three- fourths and Tevis 
one-fourth of all moneys due from the 
State. 
Ou April 30,1860, Governor Downey ap­ 
proved the Act of the Legislature of set­ 
tlement with Messrs. McCauley and Tevis, 
providing for the cancellation of the orig­ 
inal contract, a surrender of the prison, 
etc. In August of that year a written con­ 
tract of compromise was executed between 
the State and McCauley and Tevis, under 
which the State paid these gentlemen $275,­ 
000—one-half cash, the balance in warrants 
that were cashed at the end of six months. 
In the year 1800 John Center, who, as it 
transpired, had a valid title to a part of the 
State Prison grounds, obtained judgment 
against McCauley for possession thereof, 
McCauley being in possession as sub-lessee 
when the suit was instituted. On May 17, 
1861, an Act of the Legislature was ap­ 
proved, under which the State bought Cen­ 
ter’s title. 
At various times, from November 30, 
1801, to January 19, 1864, Mr. McCauley 
loaned heavy sums of money to William 
Hicks, a prominent pioneer farmer, taking 
mortgages upon the Rancho San Jose de 
Los Moquelnnines, lying partly in Sacra­ 
mento and partly in San Joaquin counties. 
These mortgages were assigned to Lloyd 
Tevis, who foreclosed them to satisfy an 
aggregate demand of about $50,000. The 
land was sold and bid in by McCauley, who 
obtained the Sheriff’s deed'in March. 1868. 
The interest of Hicks thus sold was mingled 
with the interests of some 100 others in a 
largedomain, and McCauley sued the whole 
community to eifect a partition of the land. 
He obtained a decree for this purpose, 
which the Supreme Court affirmed. Dr. 
Ohed Harvey, who lias been several times 
a State Senator, was.the principal defendant 
in this suit.

Sonora, Davis, Camptonville, Grid- ¡ 
iey, Truckee and Livermore. The cases 
are ali sporadic and mild in type. The 
mortality is very limited. 
Sporadic cases of typhoid fever have been 
noticed in San Francisco, Oakland, Mar­ 
tinez, Williams, Fall ltiver and Sacra­ 
mento. We look for an increase of this 
disease as the ground water falls. 
Typho-malarial fever lias been observed 
in Martinez, Amador City, Lemoore, igo, 
Jolon, Anderson and Millville. 
Intermittent and remittent fevers are 
prevalent in the lowlands and marshy bot­ 
toms. 
Cerebral fever lias not been observed in 
any of the reports received this month. 
Pneumonia exists only in sporadic form, 
and the number of cases noticed are very 
limited. The same remarks apply to bron­ 
chitis, which occasionally is mentioned, 
but does not prevail in any part of tiie 
State heard from.

THE HEALTH OF THE STATE. 
Favorable Reports—No Serious Sickness 
Prevails. 
Dr. G errar il G. Tyn ell, Secretary of the 
State Board of Health, in his report for 
June, includes the following remarks : 
It has been remarked that tbe death-rate 
of a community indicates with unfailing 
certainty its sanitary condition. We may. 
therefore, be justified, from the reports re­ 
ceived for June, in drawing the inference 
that the siluation of the State, in a sanitary 
point of view, is in a favorable condition. 
The deaths reported for the past month 
number 751, in a population estimated at 
582,450, a percentage of 1.3 decedents per 
1,000. which is a smaller percentage than is 
usually found at this season of tbe year. 
Although this mortality indicates that the 
conditions are favorable to health at the 
present time, it gives us no guarantee of 
continuance. As the summer advances we 
must expect an increase of sickness; there­ 
fore, this is the time for all sanitary officers 
to see that the water supply is kept free 
from pollution, that all sources likely to 
develop disease are removed, and general 
cleanliness adupted. Tiie towns reporting 
no deaths this month are Bodie, Campton­ 
ville, Elk Grove, Forest Hill, Fort Biilwell, 
Hanford, Haywards, Igo, Lemoore, Merced, 
Newcastle. Nicolaus, Ontario, Roseville, 
Santa Maria, Tehama, Willits, Yuba City, 
Susanville, Amador City and Shasta. 
In connection with alcohol as producing 
a tendency to death, we have to record this 
month another case of thermic fever or 
" sunstroke," which lias been reported by 
lit. May Gydison, of Salinas City, who says 
that the man so stricken “ was an appa­ 
rently stout, healthy fellow, but a hard 
drinker, aged 27 or 28 years. He went to 
work in the field in the morning feeiing 
quite well. About 10 a. m. complained of 
great thirst and dizziness in the head, and 
immediately became unconscious, and died 
within three-quarters of an hour from the 
time of seizure." As sunstroke is very un­ 
common in California, it is of great interest 
to collect all available and undoubted cases, 
that a record may be kept to ascertain 
whether the affection is only an exceptional 
occurrence, due to the habits of the victim, 
or is taking its place among the regular 
disorders incident to the climate and inde­ 
pendent of personal habits or pursuits. 
Reports received from every county in 
the State agree that no serious sickness pre­ 
vails. As might be expected, disorders of 
the bowels are very frequently experienced 
in many places, and if cholera had invaded 
our coast would be the cause of very serious 
alarm. We can, however, trace it to the 
prevailing summer heat, the consumption 
of fruit, and perhaps it may be an indica­ 
tion that the water supply of those towns, 
where the disease is common, has become 
polluted from surface or sewer drainage. 
Cholera infantum is noticed as of un­ 
usual frequency in Lemoore, Sacramento, 
Dixon. Monterey, Davis. Mariposa, Mar­ 
tines, W heatland ar.d Salinas City. 
Diarrhoea and dysentery prevail to some 
extent in Merced, Tehama, Millville, Etna. 
Red Bluff. Lak port, Willits, Castroville, 
Anderson, Sierra valley. Pomona. Lincoln, 
Colfax. Gridley, Camptonville, Sonora, Da- 
\-is, Martinez! Salinas, Cloverdale, Ana­ 
heim, Calistoga, Angels Camp, Galt, H ill’s 
Ferry, Fall City, which show how exten­ 
sively the disease has been noticed. The 
type'is evidently mild, as the mortality is 
exceedingly limited. 
Measles have appeared at Gridley. Dixon 
and W heatland. It is not reported else­ 
where.

Scarlet fever prevails to some extent in 
Truckee, Pomona, Dowuieville and Wil­ 
liams. 
Diphtheria is still found in San Fran­ 
cisco, Amador City, Livermore, Monterey, 
Anderson. Etna Mills, "Napa, Oakland, 
Watsonville and Santa Crciz.

Cft?€9 In th e S u p rem e C ourt. 
In the Suprem e Court at San Francisco 
yesterday, in the case of A. 1). January vs. 
Van Fleet, Judge, etc., the motion of Carey 
for respondent was to vacate and set aside 
the order m ade May 1!5,1886, and to sub­ 
m it the case upon the pleadings, arguéd by 
Carey for respondent and Kdgerton for pe­ 
titioner, and the motion denied. 
T he Court on M onday rendered a deci­ 
sion in the case of lied jack et Tribe, Im p. 
O rder Red Men of Sacram ento vs. .1. A. 
Gibson et al„ appealed from Judge'M cFar- 
land's Court, where, some m onths ago, 
judgm ent was rendered for plaintiff. 
The 
suit grew ont of Gibson’s persuading Fred. 
D ustm an and X. S. B ennett, two of the 
Trustees of the Tribe, to invest, w ithout a 
formal m eeting of the Board of Trustees, 
$1.800 of the Tribe's m oney in certain real 
estate which Gibson, who was Treasurer of 
the Tribe, owned, and in consequence ot 
w hich the Tribe was in danger of losing 
m uch ot the m oney. Judge M cFarland’s 
order set aside the transaction, as the Trus­ 
tees had no authority to invest the m oney 
in the m anner they did, nor, in fact, to in ­ 
vest in land at all. 
It will be remembered 
th at D ustm an, who was a letter carrier, 
well know n in the city, became worried 
over the m atter at the tim e ot the trial, and 
com m itted suicide, presum ably in conse­ 
quence of it. T he Suprem e Court affirmed 
th e judgm ent and order of the Superior 
Court. 


T h e H a rla n C ase. 
T he H arlan case, at W oodland, was yes­ 
terday further continued until 9 o'clock 
this m orning, when Mr. H ighton will 
probably be well enough for duty ; it will 
go on w hether he is or not. A large num ­ 
ber of Sacram entans who had been snb- 
penaed as witnesses, and expected to be 
able to give their testim ony and return 
hom e yesterday afternoon, were m uch dis­ 
gusted at the continuance, which will keep 
them over there 21 hours longer than 
they expected. 
Jurym an Gose was allowed 
to go to ids home, under a Deputy Sheriffs 
escort, to hire some one to attend to some 
work that had to be done. The order of 
the Court, placing the entire jury in the 
hands of the Sheriff, was a prom inent sub­ 
ject of conversation in W oodland Monday 
evening. 
Kugene Redden, son of one o"f 
the jurors, was indignant at it, and in a dis­ 
pute w ith Thom as H am ilton, who defended 
the action of Judge Garoutte. and said the 
jurors should have been locked up before, 
he construed the rem ark of H am ilton as 
an im putation upon his father and other 
jurors, and assaulted H am ilton with a 
loaded cane, inflicting a severe scalp wound. 
H am ilton attem pted to draw his revolver, 
but bystanders interfered. 


G ave lip th e C ontest, 
At an election for Trustee of W alnut 
Grove School District some tim e ago, J. W. 
Gleason and Sperry Dye were candidates, 
and, on account of the ballots, it was found 
th at Dye had received four m ore votes 
than his opponent. 
The latter claim d, 
however, that several of the votes cast for 
Dye were illegal, and that he was not en­ 
titled to the office. 
It resulted in a suit be­ 
ing brought by Gleason against Dye in the 
Superior Court, but this was 
yesterday 
dismissed on stipulation, defendant to pay 
costs, Dye declining to go on w ith it fur­ 
ther, as he said he could not afford to spend 
a considerable sum in an endeavor to get a 
profitless office. There was m uch feeling 
in the district over this election, it being 
virtually a fight between the friends and

THE ALTAS STRIKING OUT. 
• 
M em bers o f th e N ine W an t a D ivision of 
ttie R eceipts. 
A t the m eeting of the honorary m em ­ 
bers of the A lta Baseball Club last evening 
the members of the nine appeared and 
urged that they were not being paid in pro­ 
portion to the am ounts received by m em ­ 
bers of the other clubs of the League. 
They called attention to the recompense 
received by other players recently, which 
was largely in excess of the Alta players 
salaries, and asked that the profits of the 
game played at Alam eda last^ Sunday be 
divided among them pro rata. They also of­ 
fered a sa “suggestion,” though it m ight be 
considered a demand, as they say they pro­ 
pose to stick by it, that hereafter a certain 
am ount of the receipts of each game be set 
aside as a reserve fund, and the balance di­ 
vided am ong the m em bers of the nine, the 
pitcher 
and 
catcher 
receiving 
two- 
twelfths each, 
and 
the 
fielders 
and 
m anager one-twelfth 
each, no m atter 
w hether the sum to 
be 
divided 
is 
large or sm all. The honorary members, 
who have been conducting the business, 
and stand in the position of employers, did 
not take kindly to the proposition, hut 
after a free discussion the m atter was post­ 
poned for a week, and the nine will play 
next Sunday. The position of the honorary 
mem bers is th is : They organized for the 
purpose of getting together a strong nine 
to represent Sacramento, w ithout any de­ 
sire of m aking money, hut just from love 
of the game, played “ on the square, 
and 
for the benefit of the city. They guaranteed 
the plavers certain sum s—the battery $10 
each, and the fielders $5 each—undertaking 
to pay those figures until the close o f the 
season in October, w hether the receipts 
were enough or they had to go down in 
their own pockets. 
If anything was made 
they did not want it, but at the end of the 
season it was to be divided among the 
players, being 
reserved 
in order that 
it m ight serve as an inducem ent to keep 
the men in discipline and hold the nine to­ 
gether. The games at the opening of the 
season did not pay, and prior to the last 
game at Alameda they were a few dollars 
in debt, and there was an assessment on the 
members of $100 (or thereabouts). The 
club's share of the Alameda game last 
Sunday was about $500, which leaves some­ 
where in the neighborhood of $-'¡00 in the 
treasury. 
They claim that the salaries 
guaranteed, the nine were twice as large as 
the Sacramento players were able to m ake 
when going " on their own hook ” last sea­ 
son, and that it is not “ business ” for them 
to claim more than they agreed to play for. 
On the other side, the members of the nine 
say tiiat they w ant to be pu t on the same 
footing as members of the clubs they play 
w ith, and who do not do any harder work, 
and would like a chance to m ake a big 
day's work, like members of Jim Haverlys 
and Pioneers. They are w illing to play 
w ithout guarantee, taking their chances, 
hut do not waut to wait for a division of 
the surplus cash on hand until the end of 
the season, for the reason that any one of 
them may, through no fault, but ill luck, 
become disabled, or have to leave town, or 
for some other reason he compelled to quit 
playing w ith the nine, and a new m an, 
taking the place of the old, would at the 
close of the year draw down the mquey 
that the old one had earned by hard ami 
conscientious work. There is,’ of course, 
m uch to be said on both sides of the ques­ 
tion, and It is to be hoped, in the interest 
of the national gante, now so popular here, 
that it will be considered coolly. 
Perhaps 
a compromise could he effected on a divis­ 
ion of the receipts from games played by 
the Altas abroad. 
One thing is sure, the 
E 
ublic, or that portion of it interested in 
ascball, w ant to see good, honest playing 
or none, and care little as to how a nine is 
paid provided it can hold its own w ith its 
competitors. A ball game is, or should be, 
patronized according to its m erits, like a 
theatrical performance. 
The club 
last 
evening accepted Denny Hayes' resignation 
as a m em ber of the nine. 


TRICKS OF OFFICERS. 


The R esult o f D e v ic e s to C a t c h S u s p e c te d 
I n d i v i d u a l s . 
In the Police Court yesterday m orning 
Janies W ilson, who attem pted to rob officer 
McCormack of his gold watch and chain 
while that officer and another were feign­ 
ing a drunken sleep to give him a chance, 
had nothing to say in his own defense, but 
intim ated his desire to have the case hurried 
through the Courts. 
Judge H enry held 
him to answer in $500 bail. 
T he incident brings to m ind several 
other of a sim ilar character. 
M any years 
ago Captain Joe Taylor, then a watchman 
tor the California ¿team Navigation Com­ 
pany, fell asleep in front of th e Pony E x­ 
change Saloon, on F ront street, early one 
m orning while awaiting the arrival of the 
boat. 
Á thief discovered his somnolency, 
and. adroitly stealing his watch, made off 
with it. Just then ' Cap.” woke up, took 
in the circumstances at once, pursued the 
thief, brought him down witli a bullet hole 
in his leg, and later he was sent to San 
Quentin. 
Officer Fred D. Chamberlain, in his de­ 
sire to arrest some rounders who hail been 
“ rolling” drunks, stretched him self late 
one night on the sidewalk, and was soon 
discovered by one of the class he was oper­ 
ating against. The fellow may not have 
been of the character suspected, or lie may 
have recognized the cflicer; at ail events, 
he astonished Fred by ejaculating, “ Get 
up, you d r u n k e n 
!” and at the 
same tim e applying bis boot to the officer 
so briskly and positively that Chamberlain 
couldn't sit down comfortably for a week, 
and afterwards declared that lie didn't in ­ 
tend to do his detective work in that 
fashion hereafter. 
Fifteen or more years ago, when Matt. 
Karcher was an officer, before his election 
as Chief, he and Captain Stevens, also an 
officer, one night observed a m an sam pling 
sleeping inebriates along Front street, and 
determined to try and " put up a job” to 
secure his arrest on a good case.

The door happened to he 
unfastened, and to liis astonishm ent it 
swung open, causing him to tum ble down 
in a heap just inside. lie couldn't have 
done better if he had tried a week. The 
“ tough” soon went up to him , pretending 
sym pathy, inquiring if he felt hurt or sick, 
etc. 
K archer m um bled something about 
being sleepy and wanting to he let alone.

Dolan, if we rem em ber correctly, put up a 
sim ilar job and caught a thief, who was 
held to answer before the County Court, 
but he got clear on the point being raised 
that an officer had no right to thus tem pt a 
m an to the commission of a crime. 
Probably the most am nsing of incidents 
of this character happened to Captain Tay­ 
lor. 
He pretended to be a dead drunk on 
the sidewalk at the Railroad Exchange, 
corner of Third and K streets, hut the man 
he suspected and wanted was slow in get­ 
ting around to him . Joe persisted in wait­ 
ing, and presently a bill-poster came along 
with his bucket and a bundle of bills for 
posting. 
Seeing the portly officer lying 
there on his face, he dipped his brush in 
the paste, applied it lavishly to Captain 
Joe's person, and then in first-class style 
Posted upon him a bill, “ Try Sm ith s gin. 
Take no o th e r!"

Colonel Jantes McNasser publishes a card 
this m orning stating that he is not a candi­ 
date for any office whatever, as his busi­ 
ness affairs dem and his entire attention. 
As the steamers San Joaquin No. 4. Do­ 
ver and V aruna are to be inspected by tlie 
Government officials next Saturday, the 
steamer Flora will leave for the upper 
Sacramento to-morrow in place of the 
No. 3. 
John Cleave, the street car driver who 
was hurt on Monday at Twentieth and O 
streets, as m entioned in yesterday's R ec­ 
ord -U n ió n , proves to have escaped without 
more serious injury than that resulting 
from bruises.
